Hi Folks - decided a few weeks ago that I needed to do some work on my 
HQ-150. Specifically, the Noise Limiter switch and the Send-Receive switch 
didn't match. Normally, this wouldn't bug me too much as long as the 
switches worked well, but since this set is at least a 9 / 10, I had to 
change them. Plus, I figured that since I had to take the front panel off 
to replace the switches, I could clean it and wax it. 


HQ-150's aren't that hard to work on. Lots of clearance for screw heads, 
and everything came apart nicely. Cleaned and waxed the front panel and I 


now can see my reflection in it. 


Replacing the old switches was easy. Once I got the Noise Limiter switch 


out, I made an interesting discovery - it was open! Switching it on didn't 
complete the circuit. Ah ha! I wonder if that is why the audio on this 
unit wasn't as nice as my HQ-140-XA, becuase the NL is always on! This 
discovery made the time worth it. While I had it apart, I de-oxited all 
the switches, lubed the shafts, changed the bulbs (one kept flickering, the 
other was nearly end of life I'd bet), and generally admired Hammarlund's 
design. 


Got it all back together, and boy does it look nice. Fired up one of the 

local Mexican AM stations and boy is the AM audio nice now. Good and loud 
too. This unit has better fidelity on AM than my Yamaha stereo receiver. 

Plus, now switching the NL on and off makes a difference! 


I'm a very happy camper. Now that it looks like new and plays wonderfully, 
this radio is now even more special to me.

I had some slight experiance with trying to build one! I found that making the 
mixer regenerative is almost a *NO-NOx! You get oodles of gain, but making 


the mixer and oscillator track is impossible! The mixer gets very sharp 

when you 

crank the regeneration in! (Not oscillating, of course!) 

I have found the IF stage (regenerative stage) pulls very badly with signals' 
strength! Jones recommended an Aladdin IF can that had adjustable coupling. 
I would be inclined, if I try it again, to use a 1.650-1.7 Mhz IF stage with 
the coils 

adjustable or VERY loosely coupled! I HAD thought about using some 1415 Khz 
IF's from a BC-454 and adding some shielding to "uncouple" the windings 
internally. 

These are easy to take apart and very well made. (Oops! hope Stinson 

doesn't catch me! ;-> 

The "Super Gainer" is a fascinating circuit. The regenerative IF offers many 
advantages in a CW receiver with a minimum parts count. More "modern" designs 
add a seperate BFO rather than make the IF oscillate.

There is another shipping methd that I have occasionaly used that takes a 
little more work, but should be safer. It's counter-to-counter air package 
service. 


Most airlines will do this. It's particuarly desirable for direct flight 
situations-no plane changes-so that handling is minimized. The down side 
is that both you and the recipient must go to your respective friendly 
neighborhood airports to ship/receive the BA. 


Generally, the package arrives at the baggage claim office near the luggage 
pick-up area. 


They will wtill probalby drop it, but they might do so fewer times...oh, 
and whatever weight limit (usually 70 or 100 lbs.) that airline uses will 


apply, so ask before you start packing and planning. 


Geryhound, of course, does the same thing, and for straight shot runs it's 
worth considering. 


I recently bought two R-390As from a fellow in Los Angeles (I live near San 
Francisco) precisely becaseu I could go and fetch them myself, incurring no 
risk of shipping damage unless my car got rear-ended pretty hard. 


Shipping has alwasy been a drage, in my experience.

Good evening firebottle fans, tonight I would like to solicit 


a few opinions about cosmetic restoration of old military radios. 
Whilst the radio in question is an RBL-3 recently received from 
Don Merz, (Thanks Don, nice piece of equipment!) 

The questions apply to most if not all old military radios. 


Background: This RBL seems to be 100% original, clear down to the 

funky antenna connector and JAN US-NAVY tubes in it. No signs of 

any mods, changes, or repair of any kind. A little dirty inside, but 

100% complete and correct. Even has the shock mount frame, a device 

that I understand is almost impossible to find. 

Doesn't work too well, but when I get to 55 I probably won't either... :-) 
Anyway, this unit is far nicer than most of what comes through the 

doors here. 


This raises some interesting questions: 
While I have no plans to sell the rig, understanding the market for 
such radios is important. 


1) What (if any) price difference does a 100% correct and original 
radio command over it's cousins? 


For instance, this one has the correct old two wire power cord and 
odd twist blade socket for it. A mod to a three wire grounded cord 
would improve safety, yet if done poorly would be almost impossible 
to reverse. To me a xcleanly* reversible mod to a three wire cord 
should not lower the value. In this case I will save the xcorrectx 
parts and put them aside. This will also allow installation of 

a current inrush limiter with drilling any holes, etc. 

Am I committing sacrilege? Will Dave Stinson look me up with his 
cattle prod? Inquiring butts want the warning... :-) 


2) I have several other old Nationals of similar design and vintage. 
Because two of them looked like hell when they first came in, I had 

no qualms about ending up with radios that were not 100% cosmetically 
correct. One of the minor changes made to these included replacement 

of lots of rusty old internal and external screws with brass replacement 
hardware. (The brass does look pretty good, but is it correct? Hell 

No!) Back to my new RBL, it is impossible to remove 50+ year old 
hardware with black wrinkle finish paint on it without tool marks. 

Once damaged, the screws look crappy. Thus the Brass hardware on 

the others. Does this ruin a xcollector*x radio? What is a 

collector radio anyway? Should I also save the old hardware? Should 

I spend hours trying to get the winkle paint back on the screw tops? 
Should I just say xscrew it!* it's blue collar working gear now anyway? 
(Hank van Cleef first used that term to describe his radios, I like it.) 


3) Replacement caps and resistors: If they are out of sight under 
the chassis, do they reduce the value? If so by how much? and why? 


4) Copper clad steel chassis (like the RBL) with steel hardware 
sometimes develop almost invisible corrosion around and under ground 
connections. Some careful cleanup, and new brass hardware cures this. 
Does changing hardware internally affect the value of the radio? 


Because I already own a badly modified RBL-3, the final condition 
of this one is of some concern to me. 


Your thoughts on these matters are welcome. 

I hope to hear from the serious mil radio collectors out there. 

How important is stuff like this to the guys who collect these kind of 
radios? Not a big deal? -OR- Kiss of death to its value?

>wax process as I have several radios that could use some

Well, I used plain old Eagle One WET car wax that makes my Rio Red Probe 
(named Pheobe!) looking sharp. Some things I watch out for: 


Markings you want to save - Sometimes car waxes will disolve/remove 
inspector stamps, date stamps, etc... Try it in a small spot to see the 
effect. 


Wrinkle finishes - some like the wax, others, like the HQ-150 wrinkle, hate 
it. Try it in a small spot (like inside the lid like I did) to see the 
effect. In my case, yeech! 


If you ever are thinking about touching up the paint or repainting, keep 
the wax away! Especially stuff with silicone or teflon. Hard to strip 
those two buggers without taking good paint with them. 


Can anyone think of anything else to watch out for when waxing panels and 
etc? (I cc:ed this to the list so others would comment, please please 
please???)

Folks, 


I recently bought this one, in semi-working condition. It's vital stats 
follow: 


RF deck S/W 43263, P/N SM-D-249007, Oxder # 20139-PC-60-AT-51 
PTO Cosmos type 136-1, S/N 3318 
IF deck S/W # 1395, P/N SM-D-343621, Oxder # 20139-PC-60-AT-51 


Audio deck S/W d# 3301, P/N SM-D-248801, Order # 20139-PC-60-AT-51 
Power Transformer by Saratoga Industries 


Looks to me like a reasonably matched set of bits; am I right? I'm judging 
by the matching contract number and manufacturer IDs. 


It has lots of dead bands, due to no megacycle oscillator activity 
thereupon. A little careful crystal swapping (10 vs. 10,5 in the same 
socket, same MHz setting) suggests that dead crystals are the cause. If 
someone would post Fair Radio's address, I should see if they have what I 
need. 


What is the failure mechanism for crystals used in low power oscillators 
like this, and has any one had any luck repairing them? Could it be 
corrosion in the holder somewhere? Quartz is pretty stable stuff vs. time 
and assorted chemicals. 


I worked on the IF deck, and a perfectly OK looking 27K resistor was open. 
It's positively amazing how much more gain it has with screen voltages now 
supplied to ALL if stages...most resistors were not aged up, however. I 


replaced the striped paper caps unless used as cathode bypasses, although 
they were only slightly leaky. I of course replaced the coupling cap to 
the mechanical filters; it was not leaking. 


In the audio deck, the lone tantalum had leaked and damaged the 0.01 uF 
paper adjacent, so I changed both. Actually, the paper cap, being of the 
steel case with glass end seals persuasion, was still OK electrically but 
looked terrible. 


It's frustrating not to be able to receive the 49M SWBC band, as it's 
generally the hottest here just north of San Francisco. Fortunately, the 9 
MHz band works, covering 31M and the second best WWV frequency.

Ed Tanton wrote that he felt the 1- and 24-hour epoxies were equivalent... 


I don't have any of my polymer handbooks at home to give you references, 
but the chemistry of the five minute epoxies is quite different from that 
of the slow curing types. Unless you are using industrial epoxies that 
have large amounts of resin and a little bottle of hardener, the mix ratio 
is normally fixed. Using other than the suggested mix ratio is asking for 
trouble. The brittleness is a function of the cross-linking of the 
polymer. 

If you have a significant molecular distance between cross-linking sites, 
the overall polymer will be more flexible. Phenolic plastics (Bakelite) 
are the ultimate in cross-linking and you know how brittle they are. 


Using a heat gun too quickly can be detrimental to the cross-linking 
process. Yes, the resin will cure quicker at higher temperatures but if 
the temperature is raised too quickly you will lose ultimate strength. {x} 
With the 24 hour epoxies, wait about 8 to 12 hours before applying heat. 
Also note that while most 1 hour epoxies say they harden in an hour, 
ultimate strength is not obtained for at least a day. 


I like the idea of tape instead of hot melt. I also agree proper surface 
preparation is vital. In fact, epoxy works well on **Teflonx* if you etch 
the surface properly. This is NOT something done at home, however, as it 
requires hot hydrofluoric acid. 


If you really need high strength, use a fiberglass strip on both the inside 
and outside of the coil with the epoxy in between.

{xt In circuit board manufacturing, there is something known as a B-stage 
epoxy resin. This is basically a pre-mixed and partially cured resin that 


has been "quenched" in its curing process. To fully cure this material 
only requires high temperature and additional time.

The problem is properly 
known as "stress corrosion cracking" and it can occur with both metals 
and plastics. 


Metallurgists have quite a bit of information about this with 

various alloys but there are no good, all-inclusive theories about why 
it 

occurs with thermoplastic materials. It has been suggested that many 
organic liquids can permeate the crystalline regions of plastics and 
allow external stresses to do more damage than they normally would. 


Reply: 


We recently had an incident where a P-3 Orion patrol plane threw 
a propeller blade due to stress corrosion cracks inside the shank of 


the prop. Ultimately the departing prop took out the remaining three 


engines and after setting what had to be the world record for a 
heavyweight glider the crew did a magnificent job of ditching the 
aircraft with no power and essentially no flight controls (boost out 
didnt work for you aviator types). 

Not exactly BA, but the problem extends past dials and knobs!!

Hi Gang: 


I took a Valiant I had bought back in NJ on a business trip to a Boxes Etc. 
place. Paid a big price and when it arrived 10 days later at my house, it was 
in a box with four inches around the unit and virtually no packing. 


How it survived, I'll never know. The only damage was the exciter variable 
cap blades were mashed together and the knob on the front of the shaft was 
damaged. 


I've seen lots of ideas about how to pack BAs for shipment. Personally, I 
have never had any rig I sent ever damaged in shipment. 


There's no secret I'm using. I just pack the box the best I can. Then before 
I seal it, I mentally visualize it being dropped 10 feet to a concrete floor, 
backed into by a forklift, and then banging back and forth in the rear of one 


of those silly looking UPS trucks. 


If I can imagine that this particular rig in this packing can survive that 
much, I seal it. If not, I start over. 


BTW, at one time I worked for TWA as a baggage handler. We also loaded cargo. 
I can tell you that flying may be the safest way to travel, but that's not 
necessairly so for boxes. It all depends on how the box is loaded into the 
cargo bay. 


Can't recall how many times in recent years I've been looking out the 
airplane window watching baggage and cargo being loaded and unloaded. 
Handlers routinely throw boxes and baggage onto the up ramp and when 
unloading they thorw everything into the baggage carts. God only knows what 
happens when they disappear into the underground baggage area. 


I also did a short stint with the PO. I won't even start into that handling 
nightmare! 


That's why I do my mental image thing before I seal a box. Nothing is sacred 
when it hits the road, no matter what's carrying it.

Hi Tom, 


The reason there are so many broken couplers on Rangers, Valiants, etc., is 
because people remove the front panel incorrectly. As I recall, most people 
remove the large brass nut that secures the VFO tuning bushing from the 
panel. When the panel is then removed, it leaves the heavy vernier drive 
hanging unsupported. The weight of this mechanism exerts stress on the 
coupling and cracks the thin phenolic wafer. 


The correct procedure is to loosen the setscrews on the coupling and slide 
the vernier mechanism out of the coupling before removing the panel. Never 
leave the vernier unsupported. 


I have fixed broken couplers by drilling out the rivets securing the 
phenolic wafer, and then replacing the wafer with thin (1/32") glass epoxy 
circuit board (securing it with 2-56 screws and nuts) . I've also used thin 
pieces of plastic. If the crack in the wafer isn't too extended, you could 
epoxy it back together. 


Sorry, but don't know what to suggest, re the rough vernier mechanism.

The thing that needs to be understood here is that there is foam and there 


is foam. (How's that for being oblique?) No, seriously; there are a couple 
types of foam that are used for packing, polyurethane and polystyrene. 

The main difference between the two is how they react under imapct. The 
polystyrene is stiffer and will crush. The urethane tends to be heavier and 
more compliant. This is important when packing because the foam's job is 
to dissipate the energy of the drop, rather than the item. One of the great 
balancing acts at Apple was to design the packaging for the displays so 
that they would survive individual shipment by motor-freight carriers. A 
70 LB 17" color display is probably about the same fragility as a 70 lb BA 
rig, and that was about the weight where we'd have to use poly-urethane 
rather than poly styrene. The main reasion for this was that the 
poly-styrene would just break apart, and the urethane would not. Both 
would take the hit, but if the styrene broke up then the display would 
rattle around inside the box, often causing more damage. This is part of 
the reasin that I'm always on the lookout for old foam matresses. They are 
poly-urethane and will cushion a heavy BA better than foam eyeballs 
(popcorn) or blister pack. I have also used old carpet underlayment to 
wrap really heavy items before placing them in a wardrobe box. (triple 
wall) 


Over the past few weeks I've shipped three items that were well over 50 lbs 
each this way and they all arrived in fine shape. 


Remember - It should be snug and held with a compliant material that will 
dissipate the force of the impact, preferrably without breaking. Newspaper 
is generally not suitable for items over 10 lbs or so. During shipment it 
tends to crush and the item will then move aroung inside the box too much.

3) 1625 tube removed, hole covered with a plate, now holding a tuneable 

coil slug on underside. 

4) main coil removed, 6 pin socket in it's place. 

5) middle tuning capacitor on underside brought out to a knob on the side panel. 
6) power connector on back panel replaced with an octal socket. 

7) added 1/4 phone jack to front panel. 


I've gone thru the Surplus Radio Conversion handbooks (Vols I,II and III) 
and don't see a 

modification that looks like this. I'm not sure, but am thinking that this

Someone on the net mentioned using foam carpet 
underlayment. I concur, as part of a well packed 
and sealed package. I used this stuff and bubble 
wrap to ship four large German tube radios 
(25x16x12) in four single boxes to Japan via Air 
Nippon Express. They were picked up at my home 
and delivered to a front door in Kyoto, sans 
damage or loss of any kind except for one tube 
that popped loose. The tube was held okay by 
small bubble wrap inside the cabinet. I also 
removed the dial glasses and wrapped in small 
bubble wrap and shipped sparately with popcorn 
(styrofoam). Not a scratch. I used the foam 
carpet underlayment as a barrier between the 
inside of the box and the bubble wrap wrapped 
around the radios at least twice in both length 
and height. My friend wrote me about the superb 
packing job. I was lucky. I also marked the boxes 
as glass, fragile, this end up, do not stack, and 
turned them on end with the address labels on the 
short side, the stronger end. Just an idea, but 
it worked for me. And I don't know if the 
handlers were union or non-union either!

So they replaced 
the bandspread dial with a second main tuning dial but mounted the old 


bandspread dial (with the chunks bit out of it) in front of it. In order to 
keep the bandspread from dragging (on the parts that weren't bit off), they 
cut the edges off it, actually cutting off some of the numbers. It's pretty 
awful. The crystal filter was munged up too, bit I can £1ix that, I think. I 
hope. 


So, I'm really in need of a HQ-129X bandspread dial to fixup an 
otherwise extremely cool receiver. Anybody have one they'd be willing to 
part with?

There are no standards when you're talking about 
personal tastes, so the answer to all these 
questions can only be -- whatever any given 
buyer/seller/trader/collector thinks they are. 


Of course, if it's already mangled, I say 
break out the hack saw. But let's consider 
the untouched RBL. 

Here are my "personal" opinions 

on some of Larry's points concerning historic 
military gear: 


1. Make no change whatever that is not 100% restorable. 
Now that sounds simple, but it's not, really. I call 
replacing the Larry's mangled screws with same-design 
types to be acceptable. Some people would not. 


Some changes must be made if the radio is to be used. 

I would replace bad caps with new ones xif* I can't 
reasonably find a way to restore the old ones. 

I rebuild the bathtub caps in my Command Set receivers. 
Other people will suffer with the bad ones first. 


I change the mike element in my WW-II carbon mikes, 
because I don't have to yell over the din of 

four Wright Cyclone engines and ten machine guns 
and this change is required if the rig is to go 

on the air (and no other, I might add!). 


Drilling xany* hole in xanythingx on the radio is 
absolutly unacceptable to me, but I know people who 
would call a backfilled hole covered with new paint 
to be OK. I prefer using my imagination to get 
around the need for holes. 


2. Make no change without careful thought and a valid reason. 
Installing a three-wire cord for safety's sake is a valid 
reason to make a change, IMHO, but it's no reason to hack 

a new hole. Think about things. Look it over. Perhaps 

an "adaptor" that plugs into the original connector and has 
an extra wire to connect to a ground screw is the answer. 


Hacking-up the antenna output circuits of military rigs to 
"make them cleaner" is a good example of making mods without 
thinking things through. The "TVI machine" reputation 

of military rigs is and always has been a complete myth. 

A few people who didn't know better wrote some articles 

for CQ back in the 50s and everyone just parroted the 

same incorrect story. These rigs are clean when used 

as intended. But that's another article for later. 


3. Trying to make a Corvette out of a Model "T" is a bad idea. 

A Command Set receiver is not an Icom and it's never going to be. 
Trying to hack and chop a Model "T" Ford into a sports car 

is just plain foolishness. Try driving the Model "T" 

instead. You might be surprised -- there's a special 

skill and romance in it. If you want super performance, 

buy a Kenwood and save an historic relic for future admirers. 


These are one person's opinions. Yours will certainly 
vary. All we can do is try to find common ground 


when two of us decide to trade.

Hi guys. I have noted some discussion re the manufacture of KWM2A radios in 
Japan and as I had direct knowledge of this I thought some comment would be 
interesting to the list. 

I worked for Collins/Rockwell for many years mostly in the International 
Division. I was the one who was instrumental in setting up the Collins 
Subsidiary Company in Japan and persuading the establishment in Cedar 
Rapids to start manufacturing the KWM-2A there. This was no mean feat as 
there was a minimum of enthusiasm in Cedar Rapids concerning this project. 
Eventually I managed to obtain all the parts necessary to assemble one unit 
and this was duly done meticulously by Japanese technicians. When this 
radio was completed I took it back to Cedar Rapids for their approval and 
after trying every way to find fault they grudingly admitted that it was 
well done. The Japanese presented this radio to me as a token of 
appreciation. I used it fora 

number of years and honestly this was the finest KWM-2A I had ever seen 
either before or since. How many were finally manufactured in Japan I 
really don't remember but it was not very many, probably less than 50. They 
sold well in Japan but I don't believe any more than mine reached this 
country at that time. As a matter of fact I recall one of the clauses in 
the agreement with the Japanese prohibited sale outside Japan. So I was 
very much 

surprised when I read that Ray had one of these radios and more surprised 
at the reported defects. The Japanese I dealt with were even more quality 
conscious than the guys in CR. I eventually gave my radio to a helicopter 
pilot in Columbia who had been injured in an aircraft accident while 
engaged in drug interdiction. This is another story in itself. I would bet 
this radio is still in operation somewhere in South America. 

I now wish I had kept the radio and given the pilot a Cedar Rapids model!! 
Hope this clears up the discussion.
